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Fellow Citizens of Lee County : 


Before me lay séveral papers which 
Solicit me to become a candidate for 
Jommonwealth’s Attorney for the May 
election, 1879, which papers are signed 
by many of you. I hereby announce my- 
self such candidate, pursuant to said call, 
and give my views upon the questions now 
agitating the public mind. I think that 
the people should know how aspirants to 
even the most inferior office of the 
country stand upon these questions. I 
am a Re-adjuster; and am one of those 
who are in favor of taking the Animal by 
the horns and forcing him into just 
measures. _[ ama Democrat; but oppose 
corruption in my own. party the same as 
I do in those who see cause to oppose 
me, and serve no organization that does 
not have for its object the good of my 
country. Lam nota hard money man, 
and am opposed to an increase of taxation 
until we can have a healthful increase of 
money. 

Democracy is now undergoing her 
greatest ordeals. It should never be for- 
gotten that popular institutions, however 
admirable in theory or beneficient in 
practice, are at all times exposed to 
danger. They bear no charmed life 
which can lift them above the laws of 
their condition. Democracy “is not born 


out of the sky, nor wrought in dreams,” | 


but is inevitably colored by the -atmos- 
phere in which it lives, and takes oa the 
qualities with which it is mingted 
It is an opportunity as well as a power. 
While decidedly acting upon society. and 
multiplying the sources of its own life, it 
is constantly acted upon by forces which 
disturb the free play and full sweep of, 
its tendencies. Itis always on probation, 
waiting for its complete ascendancy 
upon the advance of knowlede and _vir- 
tue, the ministry of equal Jaws, and the 
“eternal vigilance’ of the people. It 
may fitly be compared to the struggle fur 
a higher life, in which the best men never 
reach those hights of goodness which 
lie beyond the reach of temptation, 
Under the most favored conditions, and 
in the most enlightened communities, it 
is only a grand experiment, an heroic ea- 
deavor of the people, a ceaseless conflict 
with ever recurring dangers, which involve 
the helping hand of every man who is 
willing to show his faith in free institu- 
tions by his works. 

One of the most serious of these trials 
is the result of false relations between the 
people andtke land. So intimate and 
vital are these relations in all countries 
that in the nomenclature of politics the 
words ‘“‘people”’ and “land” are converti- 
ble terms. The laws regulating the own. 
ership and disposition of landed property 
necessarily shape the institutions of the 
people. As the land-owners of the 
country are its masters, real democracy 
must have its roots inthe soil. A govern- 
ment which allows the land to become 
the patrimony of a few cannot be free, 
since liberty and slavery are not more 
utterly repugnant to each other than are

popular institutions and the unrestricted 
monopoly of thesoil. Such a government 
can be democratic in name only, and be- 
comes, in fact, the most galling and fatal 
form of aristrocratic rule. The American 
system of land grants to railroad corpora- 
tions, which originated in 1850, has al- 
ready surrendered a territorial empire of 
over two hundred million acres. The 
Indian Treaty system, fully inaugurated 
by Congress in 1861, has robbed poor 
settlers of great bodies of choice lands 
and handed them over tu monopolies and 
sharpers, Under the vicious legislation to 
which L have referred, only one person 
in fifteen, out side of the towns and cities, 
iis the owner of a home in the land ia the 
States of the South. 

American Democracy is threatened 
with another formidable trial in 
growth and dominatio1 of cities. [am 
far from saying that great cities are in 
themselves an evil. ‘lhey are the neces- 
sary outgrowth of modern civilizition 
They su, ply the producers with a home 
market. 

As great intellectual and commercial 
centers, they are the national handmaids 
of social and economic progress. They 
ought to be the national allies of Demo- 
cracy ; butt believe they are preparing 

i for it an ordeal which will tax all the re- 
sources of the people to save it. In the 
city of New York a few years ago afficial 
thieves robbed the treasurery. Odiicers 
were bought like merchandise. Legis. 
latures were sold to the highest bidder. 
Courts were bribed by villians. whe es. 
caped justice through the power of 
their money. Great masses of men 
native and foreign, cursed by ignor. 
ance, poverty, and  drisk became 
the miserable tools of 


gogues and gamblers, while opposing | 


public parties were equally corrupt, and 
decent men were tempted to give up pub- 
lig affairs in discust. The voice of the 
church if heard at all, was unheeded — 
No man’s life, property, or reputation 
were safe, and nothing wassincerely be 
lieved in by the men who ruled the hour, 
but the beauty and blessedness of wealth, 

But Democracy not only fails to gov- 
ern the cities, but the cities govern the 
country ; in several of the States they hold 
the balance of power. ‘They hold it, and 
wield it in the nation. The same ignor- 
ant and brutalized horde which dema- 
gogues and thieves employ in the gov- 
ernment of the cities is made to turn the 
scale in State and National contests. 

A more immediately threatening dan. 
ger to Democratic Government in Amer. 
ica is the growing power of great corpor- 
ations. 

Democracy needs the quickening in- 
fluence and constant support of equal 
laws. It demands comnion opportunities 
for the people. [t can safely tolerate no 
privileged classes, and no legislative fa- 
voritism of any sort. If corporations are 
created they should be a clear public 
necesity or convenience, and never cease 
to be the servants of the people. With- 
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out these conditions they have no ri 
to exist. 

These are some of the dangers which 
cast their baleful shadow over the future, 
and summon the people to the work of 
reform. Speaking generally of what is 
wanted is a perfectly unshackeled move- 
ment of the people—a fellowship of brave 
and faithful men ia every section of the 
republic—against the new forms of aris- 
tocracy which the greed of sudden wealth 
and the agencies of modern society have 
created. There must be the substance, 
and not the form merely, of free instita- 
tions. The peopie must snatch freedom 
itself from the perilous activities quicken- 
ed into life by its own spirit. They must 
search out new defences of Democracy 
in the new trials ofits life. The grand 
work which has been comnitted to their 
keeping is not the highest development 
of favored individuals or classes, or the 
accumulation of great wealth in their 
hands, but the utmost enlightenment and 
supreme welfare of all. It is not the ex— 
ceptional culture or commanding advan- 
tage of the few but the uplifting of the 
many to a higher level. This is at once 
the religion of humanity and the mission 
of Democracy. And it will be accom- 
plished. It may be delayed for a season. 
{t may be teniporarily frustrated by the 
great and impending dangers I have men- 
jtioned, The blind greed* of cupidity, 
rampliag down the rights of the: people, 
may even precipitate the country into 
revolution and violence, but in the end De- 
mocracy will be vindicated. All the di- 
vine forces are waiting to aid’ it. Chris- 
tianity is pledged to its triumphs, and 
coincident with its teachings. The prin- 
ciple of sucial evolution foreordains it. 
|Democracy is to come in its fullness, 
sweeping away the conspiracies of wealth, 
and the subterfuges of monopoly, and en- 
| forcing call rights for all; but whether 
I this shall be sooner or later, and whether 

heralded by the kindly agencies of peace 
or the harsh power of war, must depend 
upon the wisesnd timely use of oppor- 
tunities. Tne result is certain, since jas- 
tice cannot be finally defeated; but the 
| circumstances of the struggle and the cost 
| of the triumph are confided to the Ameri- 
can pgople. They can‘help or hinder the 
grand march of human progress. They 
cansmooth its pathway and speed its 
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‘momentum, or fold their arms in slothfyl 


indifference, and thus hand ‘t over to the 
unpitying logic of events. [ believe they 
will not shrink from this solemn respon- 
sibility, and that while holding fast their 
fiith in justice, inthe might of the truth, 
in the certain victory of right or wrong, 
they will dedicate their lives anewto the 
grand tasks appointed for them as the 
servants of their kind.
